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CONSIDERED JUDGMENT 
IMPORTANT CASE. 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 

The judge delivered his considered judg- 
ment in the case of the Galway County 
Council against the Connemara Omnibus Co., 
Ltd., which was heard a week ago in this 
court 

The action was brought to recover damages 
for the injury alleged to have been done by

the extraordinary traffic of the defendants’ 


omnibuses on two portions of the county 
roads between Leenane and Galway, and 
between Recess and Galway respectively. In 
the case of the road between Leenane and 
Galway £280 damages was claimed. and in 
the other case the claim was for £240. 

The judge said that after having carefully 
analysed the evidence, and having considered 
the judgments given in similar cases in Eng- 
land, he had decided to give a decree in this 
case, although it might well be that if the 
case were to come hefore another court on 
appeal it would be necessary for both. sides 
ta adduce additional evidence to clear up 
certain points in respect of which he felt 
that more data would he desirable. 

He granted a decree for £100 on the larger 
claim, and in the smaller one for £60. with 
He granted the application for a stay 
of execution pending an appeal, subject to 
the defendants lodging £50 in court by way 
of security for costs.

THE CREAMERY BUTTER 
SEASON. 


IRELAND’S PRESENT 
PROGRESS. 
To close of July marks a pivotal point 


in each season s Irish butter industry, 
and, whilst any anticipations of the 
season s results made before its close must be 
somewhat in the nature of conjecture, it 1s 
now possible to say that our creamery butter 
is definitely, if slowly, gaining ground. The 
price figures in current trade papers, straws 
which indicate the direction 
winds are blowing at the moment, show that, 
although, sharing the general fallin the costs 
ot living in Great Britain, butter fetches a 
lower price on her markets than it did last 
ms prices, as compared with July, 1914, 
ave risen about 53 per cent.—to 1s. ÍOid. per 
lb. as against ls. 24d. retail. Probably not 
all of this advantage finds an unbroken re- 
flection in the farmers’ price, but in Saorstat 
Eireann, where the co-operatives command 
almost the whole of the creamery butter busi- 
ness, the benefit should be felt. This per- 
centage increase is at all events bigger than 
that which the farmer obtains for many other 
branches of his produce, in most of which, 
indeed, the apparent increase is not only can- 
celled by his own increased cost of living, but 
is só seriously below the increases in indus- 
trial businesses as to make of farming (not in 
Ireland only, but throughout Europe, the 
United States and the British Dominions) a 
vast, unsheltered, depressed and highly com- 
petitive business. It may only provide a 
“half loaf,’ this relative superiority of dairy- 
ing over other agricultural businesses, but an 
times of dearth no sane thinker will favour 
its being thrown away. 


Our Present Price Position. 


The proofs of our definite, though slow, pro- 
gress were evidencéd last week, when Irish 


‘creamery butter reached 168s. per cwt. (a 


general quotation, for the best quality), and 
even touched 174s. in Birmingham—possibly 
more, but this is the highest market figure 
we have seen. Now, a simist might 
triumphantly point to the corresponding price 
last year as 180s.; but a percentage analysis 
proves that, so far as price is the test of 
success, we are catching up on Denmark, 
whose figures were 173s. (rising to 174s. in 
Birmingham and 178s. in Manchester), against 
184s. in 1928. Exceptional prices for small 
quantities are not a satisfactory test, but, if 
we take the general quotation for Irish of 
164s. to 168s. in 1929. against 174s. to 180s. 
in 1928, and compare this with the corre- 
sponding Danish figures, 171s. to 173s. this 
vear and 162s. to 184s. last vear, it will be 
seen that. the percentage difference works out 
in our favour for the best quality. 

_ The position compared with New Zealand 
is, perhaps, even more important. But here 
the percentage changes from the present quo- 
tations to those of 1928 seem even more to 
Ireland's advantage, the former being 169s, to 
172s., and those for 1928 being 180s. to 184s. 
Compared with the Australian situation, the 
advance is more marked. There the figures 
for 1928—168s. to 174s.—had fallen to 162s. 
to 167s. for current prices. Of course, these 
price changes must not be over-emphasised. 
They indicate tendency rather than demon- 
strated achievement. They are not weighted. 
and cannot be said to afford clear proof of our 
conjectured progress; but we claim that they 
are cood evidence of three things: that we 
are holding our own, and perhaps a little 
more; that the price advantage hitherto arc- 
corded to Denmark and New Zealand tends 
relatively downward, and that if our best but- 
ters are still less readily accented as the 
best in the world (which we helieve them te 
be) than are those of the two competitors 
named, they are very highly approved. 


Our Most Serious Competitors. 


The figures quoted go to show that Treland 
has held enough ground to warrant continu- 
ance in her effort, hut not enough to allow 
any slackening in it. This view is further 
confirmed to some extent by the figures we 
see qroted for the exports from Denmark, 
‘New Zealand and the Irish Free State, re- 
spectively. into Great Britain from January 
to June of this year :—

We deduce from all these figures that Ire- 
land is now gaining on Denmark, but the gain 
on New Zealand, apparent as we write, seems 
more recent. The position would seem in 
fact to imdicate that New Zealand has at 
the moment a better lead than Denmark. 
That need not discourage Irish Ie for 
the physical conditions in New Zealand prove 
to be a handicap in some years; in Ireland, 
so far, they are not. It will be seen, too, 
that we are more than holding our own 
against Australia. In that, however, we see 
reason not for elation, but for a continued 
pursuit of perfection, It is admitted in

TRACTORS ON THE FARM. 


A NEW LIGHT MACHINE. 


T is asserted that the future will probably 
give us a light tractor for general use 
on the farm, a tractor which will do the 

work of a two-horse team and be fitted with 
a whole series of auxiliary side-car and 
other outfits. There is certainly room for a 
cheap motor lorry of about 14 tons carrying 
capacity, which can be used for haulage on 
the farm and between the farm and railway 
station and for .quick transport of produce 
to more distant markets. 

The tractor is, nowadays, used for many 
jobs beyond. ploughing, harrowing, cultivat- 
ing, reaping and threshing. It is used for 
drilling and rolling; loading hay, and for 
many classes. of belt work. Tractor work, is 
of course, very much faster than horse work, 
and that is a great consideration when time 
is so important, as usually is the case in 
hay making and harvesting. 

There are several kinds of tractors now for 
the farmer to‘ choose between, and they 
range from the small machine for orchard 
cultivation—for drawing a plough or a 
harrow between the rows of trees—up to the 
large tractor- for: drawing a  four-furrow 
plough on heavy land or for mole-draining.

At a meeting held in the Co-operative 
Stores, Enniscorthy, for the purpose of re- 
organising the Co, Wexford  Branch,. Irish 
Dairy Shorthorn — Breeders’ - Society, a 
long discussion took place as to the 
feasibility of holding a recognised sale of 
bulls in Enniscorthy. next spring. It was 
pointed out that some 120 ear-marked year- 
ling bulls were bred and brought out by Co. 
Wexford breeders during the past year, and 
these were sent to Dublin or to Waterford at 
considerable expense, especially animals which 
were not up to premium standard. Unfor- 
tunatelv, at the Dublin Sale many bulls bred 
on good dairy lines passed inte the hands of 
the butchers, whereas a good market could 
be obtained for them at home. 

A deputation was anpointed to wait on the 
County Committee of Agriculture with a view 
to obtaining financial assistance for the branch. 
Mr. P. J. O'Connor, Agricultural Instructor, 
ard Mr. P. Shanahan, Cow-testing Instructor. 
were asked to draw up an attractive scheme 
for competition amongst the members of the 
branch similar to those in operation in other 
counties.

The General Outlook. 


But if we are gaining ground, slowly but 
steadily, we believe, as regards our two most 
successful competitors in front, and also the 
one which comes next behind us, it” must 
not be forgotten that others have entered for 
this race and we cannot afford to despise any 
of them. Australian butter is written of 
in the trade papers as ‘‘ well received in 
England.” We have had personal evidence 
of this, and although the flavour of our own 
is usually much to be preferred, we have 
not yet wholly regained that reputation for 
uniformity which some creameries forfeited 
a few years ago. Latvian butter, we hear, 
continues to improve. England vies with 
Germany in thé purchase of Esthonian butter. 
Argentina claims that the British market 
accepts her butter at prices “ comparable 
with New Zealand.’’ ‘‘ Comparable”’ is a 
doubtful word, but though we do not think 
Argentina is immediately to be feared, the 
threatened closing of the United States ports 
to her beef and cattle under a prohibitive 
tariff may, if carried out, drive her to in- 
tensified work on dairying. It should not 
be forgotten that, though there is still room 
in Britain for more exports from Dominion 
countries, and even probably from Siberia and 
South America, it is those countries whose 
produce fetches the top price that have the 
securest—perhaps the only ultimately secure 
—grip on “her markets’ tís essential to 
Ireland that we should make ourselves the 
most favoured exporter, by reason of 
quality. We cannot ensure a continued 
“high’’ price. As Mr. Amery told 
Dominion exporters during his tour, world 
conditions determine that; and if the cotton 
strike in Lancashire is prolonged the butter 
market must suffer. 
and must secure, seeing that dairying is 
essential to our success as an agricultural 
nation, is the top price, not for “' selected ”' 
creamery exports merely, but for the bulk 
of them, ,

CROP FAILURES. 


——_ 


S the proof of thé pudding is the eating, 
A so the test of farm seedg is the crop 
produced. When a crop fails after 
planting due to inferior seed, & ‘serious loss 
has been incurred, and the question is who 
should bear it? Most people are aware of the 
existence of the Agricultural Weeds and Seeds 
Act, but many are not aware of the limita- 
tions of this Act to help them to recover 
losses now evident’ in the total or partial 
failure of crops consequent on using inferior 
seed. While discussing a few points of general 
interest on this matter it should be borne in 
mind that the. law. has to .be fair to the 
merchant as well as protecting the farmer. 


Conditions of Sale. 


Most seed merchants publish in their cata- 
logues a statement of the conditions under 
which they sell their seeds. This statement 
usually disclaims all respunsibihty for watt 
of satisfaction in the seed except in so far 
that, if the seed 1s_submiited to a Govern- 
ment testing station fer germination and 
purity test and proves to be under the 
standard dédlared in these respects, the seeds 
may be returned. ' But, if sown, no responsi- 
bility will be ace for the resulting crop. 
Such a statement. 1s, however, rather compre- 
hensive, and, whilé under the Act mentioned 
in the Saorstat, the merchant does not incur 
a penalty for selling seeds of poor quality 
with any guarantee of purity or germination, 
he cannot with impunity supply an article 
which is worthless for the purpose for which 
it is intended, and the extent of his e:ponsi- 
bility will be decided in court in cach in- 
dividual case. 


Application of the Act. 


Up to the formation of the present Govern- 
ment in the Saorstat, the Agricultural Weeds 
and Seeds Act still in operation in England 
and Northern Ireland gave the farmer some. 
what wider security than that at  vre- 
sent in operation in the Saorstat. Under 
the present Act, the Department of 
Agriculture have wer to examine 
any farm seeds ogee Ser gale, and if they 
prove below a certain standard the merchant's 
name is entered on a list, which is available 
to the public. No business man wishes to see 
his name on this list amy more than on that 
of Stubbs. In fact, the former may be looked 
upon as qualifying for the latter. 

While the Department’s activities in this 
matter have raised the standard of seeds to a 
fairly satisfactory level, there are still nume- 
rous cases annually where crops fail and where 
the prime factor causing the failure is bad 
seed. The trouble is most frequent in root 
crops, and, since most of the seed for these 
crops is imported, especial care is necessary, 
and no root crop should be planted till the 
seed has been examined and favourably re. 
ported on by the Department. 


How Seeds are Adulterated. 


The value of a sample of seed may be re- 
duced in several wavs, such as the presence 
of dirt, of weed seeds, of other farm seeds; 
by being old, by being damaged in harvest- 
ing, etc. The two last-mentioned causes give 
most trouble since they are usually most. dif- 
ficult to detect. When a sample of mangel 
seed gives a low germination, this may be 
due to the whole sample being old or 
damaged, or to the fact that old and new 
seed have been mixed. 

In the case of the whole sample being old 
or damaged, many plants will germinate 
under the conditions of the germination test; 
which would not do so in the field, and those 
plants which do manage to come above ground 
will be “of such low vitality that most of 
them may succumb. For these reasons low- 
germinating seed. is particularly dangerous, 
and should be avoided. A sample which is a 
mixturé of new and old seed will provide some 
vigorous plants which may be sufficient to 
produce a crop, but the risk that it will be so 
is too great. 

Precaution is much easier than redress. 
Threepence gets a sample of seed tested, but 
goes a short way in paying a bill for legal 
expenses; and-if secd of hi h germinatin; 
quality only is accepted, seedsmen will find 
it useless to stock any other. 


Adulteration of Swedes. 


The classical example of adulterating seed 
by the introduction of other farm seeds is in 
mixing turnin seed with that of rape or other 
brassicas. These séeds are all so alike that 
it is impossible to distinguish them. Much 
annoyance was caused a couple of years ago 
by the abundant presence in turnip crops of 
a useless plant which the seed merchants 
described as a ‘‘reversion."” In a most 
interesting piece of investigation on turnip 
rogues—a report on which is contained in the 
Department’s Journal, Volume XXVIII, No. 
1—Mr. Lafferty, head of the seed-testing 
station, proved that most of the rogues above 
referred to which were not pure rape, were 
the result of a cross between rape and

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WHY SELL BEST COWS 
AND MARES? 


a soon 


Why are s0 many poor class young store 
cattle still to be seen at our fairs consider- 
ing that bulls of a useful type for breeding 
purposes are now plentiful? In Senator 
O’Connor’s opinion it is due to the fact that 
a great many small farmers, with poor light 
land, retain their middling milch cows until 
they are worn out and unfit for breeding 
purposes. Calves bred from such cows must 
inevitably make poor stores, to the detriment 
of the industry as a whole. It is evident, 
as Senator O’Connor aa, that no 
permanent improvement can be effected until 
farmérs retain the heifers from their best 
cows and mate them with a suitable bull. 
Whether farmers can be persuaded to do this 
without some inducement by way of a premium 
is a matter for discussion between Co. Com- 
mittees of Agriculture and the Department 
of Agriculture, but some action of this kind 
seems to be called for. Otherwise we shall 
go on improving on cattle along the male 
line and neglecting the cows and heifers. 

A similar point was raised at a meeting of 
the Cork Committee of Agriculture in regard 
to brood mares. It was first suggested that, 
in view of the demand for weight-carrying 
hunters and the scarcity of suitable mares 
for breeding them, the Department of Agri- 
culture should be requested to purchase 
approved mares for letting out to farmers 
under supervision. -- This was subsequently 
amended to a request that the Department 
should make provision whereby an adequate 
supply of suitable mares should be available 
for breeding purposes. Mr. P. Duffy, the 
Department's . representative, pointed out 
that the Department’s horse-breeding scheme 
aiméd at increasing the number of brood 
mares, which, when mated with thorough- 
bred sires, would produce weight-carrying 
hunters. To keep up the supply of suitable 
mares; the -rish draught horse has been 
encouraged with ' satisfactory results, but 
here again, the best mares are bought up 
and exported. Clearly, something should be 
done to remedy this.

ANCIENT MILITIA. 


FINN AND HIS 
COMPANIONS. 


THE SONGS OF OSSIAN. 


——— ¢$———

Fh Sa the present time, when so much is 
being heard of the reorganisation of 
the Free State Army and the ereation of 
a Territorial Force, it is interesting te 
recall that ancient Ireland had her 
miJitia, a band of professional soldiers, 
whose duty it was to guard the coasts 
against invasion. This was the far- 
famed Fianna, which flourished during 
the second and third centuries of the 
Christian Era. 

One historian describes the Fianna as 
“plain foot-soldiers out of every province 
and townland of all Ireland. No tax 
seems to have been levied for their 
support. In war they lived on the 
soldier’s prey. In peace they supported 
themselves as mighty hunters.’’ As one 
chronicler puts it, ‘‘copious were the 
profits and wages of Finn and the Fianna. 
But creat prerogatives as these were, yet 
greater by far wére the pains and hard- 
ships which in return lay on them to 
fend off and to repel from Ireland over- 
seas aggressors, ‘thievery and enterprise 
of outlaws, with all other villainy.” 


“WITHOUT OVERBEARING.” 


The ordinary strength of the Fianna . 
was three caha, or regiments, in time of 
peace ; every regiment numbered 3,000, so 
that there was a total standing army of 
2000. During war the number was more 
than doubled. Such a well-armed, 
disciplined force must have been a great 
asset to the king lucky enough to have it 
on his side. The High-King often used 
it with advantage as a means of securing 
tribute from his enemies. With its help, 
for instance, Cormac Mac Airt won 
extensive territory from Ulster and united 
various smaller States into one kingdom 
under his own personal rule. To the 
same Cormac is attributed the saying that 
“the Fianna without overbearing’’ were 
among the institutions best for a country. 


FIGHTERS AND HUNTERS. a 


Keating’s description of the Fianna is 
well worth summarising. He describes 
them as a semi-military, semi-hunting 
body of men, organised to help the King 
of Ireland in the administration of 
justice. ‘‘Now the Fianna used to be 
quartered on the men of Ireland from 
Samhain to Bealtaine (i.¢e.. during the 
winter months), and it was their duty to 
uphold justice; also to guard and 
preserve the country from the violence of 
foreigners. From Bealtaine to Samhain 
(1.€., during the summer), they were 
engaged in hunting and the chase, and in 
every other duty the King of Ireland 
might impose on them, such as putting a 
stop to robbery, exacting the payment oí 
tribute, putting down malefactors.’’ 

During the summer season, they were 
expected to depend solely for subsistence 
on the products of the chase. After a 
day’s hunting, they cooked the food thus 
obtained in huge fires, called Fulacht 
Fian. They slept in the open. We are 
told that never was a more comfortable 
sleeping couch than that which they 
could make out of the tops of trees, moss 
and fresh rushes—‘‘the tree-tops at the 
bottom, on the ground, the moss upon 
these, and tlie fresh rushes on top.” 


THE ENTRANCE TEST. 


Most interesting of ail in connection 
with the Fianna were the curious trials 


undergo before being admitted into the 
ranks. In the days of its greatest power, 
the Fianna was well led, admirably 
trained, and composed of the picked men 
of Ireland; and this reacted favourably 
on the admission tests, so that a would-be 
Fian had to be well-built, strong and 
active. The young aspirant must also 
have passed the - hole scholastic training 
required of a man of learning. He had 
to be fleet of foot, brave and skilful in 
war and the chase, and his figure should 
be tall, noble and free from blemish. 

To test his skill in defence, he was 
placed in a large pit reaching above his 
knees. His only weapons were his shield 
and a hazel staff “ as long as a warrior’s 
arm.’’ With these he had to defend 
himself against nine chosen warriors, with 
nine spears, who at a distance of nine 
furrows from the pit, hurled their spears 
at him, “and if he were wounded in 
spite of his shield and his hazel staff, he 
would not be received into the Fianna.” 
Furthermore, he would not be accepted 
if “his weapons trembled in his hand.” 
if he broke a withered bough beneath his 
feet, if he could not pluck thorns from 
his foot with his hand while running at 
full speed, if he could not leap over a 
tree as high as his forehead, or stoop 
beneath one as low as his knee. 


RICH MARRIAGES BANNED. 


Having passed all these tests, the 
candidate was ceremoniously enlisted into 
the ranks of the Fianna, to become a 
companion of Finn in war and in peace. 
From this on he must deny himself all 
trivial pursuits, must cut himself off from 
family feuds and quarrels, guaranteeing 
that he will never demand compensation, 
or allow his relatives to demand it, if it 
should happen that he should be wounded 
or slai In addition, he had to promise 
to receive no dowry with his wife, but to 
choose her for her good manners and 
virtue; never to offer’ violence to any 
woman; never to refuse alms to those in 
need of help; to be ever brave and never 
to flee before less than ten champions. 
One of their poets sang:— 

“ We the Fianna never told a lie; 

Falsehood to us was unknown. 
But by truth and the strength of our arms 
We came unscathed from the conflict.’’ 


TO REPEL ROMANS. 


As to the contention of some that the 
Fianna never existed—that, in fact, it is 
only a legendary body—sufficient evidence 
of its existence is, as Keating says, to be 
found in the many antique remains 
scattered all over the country named after 
Finn and his fellow-warriors: the old 
documents which freely mention the 
activities of the force; and, best proof of 
all, the oral tradition handed down from 
generation to generation, from century to 
century—the same tradition that kept 
alive the poetry of sweet-tongued Ossian. 

Indeed, few trustworthy historians 
now doubt the existence of the Fianna. 
though they may differ as to the exact 
part which it played in the early history 
of the country. Most of them limit the 
period of its power from the reign of 
Conn of the Hundred Battles (177-212 
A.D.) to that of Carbery (279-287 A.D.): 
but D’Alton is inclined to place the 
foundation of the movement as late as the 
reign of Cormac Mac Airt. However, he 
rightly ascribes its origin to the fear of a 
Roman invasion; as also does Professor 
MacNeill, who says that “contact with 
the Roman military reatted on the 
domestic condition of Ireland. To this 
cause we may ascribe the origin of the 
Fianna, as a definite military organisa- 
tion, at a definite period. The word |

The Italian School 


Half an Hour. 


Waiting for a train at a certain Dublin 
terminus, the other day, I was afforded an 
interesting display of railway activity.

General Smuts as ‘Rhodes Lecturer. 


Much satisfaction is expressed at the 
appointment of General Smuts, the dis- 
tinguished South African statesman, as 
the Rhodes Memorial Lecturer for the 
year 1929-1930. The 
subjects of his 
addresses have not 
yet been announced, 
but it is certain that 
the General's utter 
ances will be of per- 
manent value, He 
will reside at Oxford 
during the Michael- 
mas term. 

General Smuts 
was Prime Minister 
of the Union of 
South Africa from 
1919 to 1924, and 

was a member of 
the War Cabinet in England during the 
European struggle. He went to the Peace 
Conference, where he played an important 
part in the negotiations. 

Before his appointment as Colonial 
Secretary in General Botha’s famous 
Ministry, General Smuts had occupied 
many public offices in the Transvaal. He 
was one of the outstanding figures in the 
Sonth African War, but has since been 
one of the most prominent supporters of 
world peace. He was made a Privy 
Councillor in 1917, and he received the 
Freedom of London in the same year. 


Che Sea-Serpent. 


This is about the tim of the year when 
the sea-serpent is officially declared to be 
in season, writes a correspondent, and 
although I am no pessimist, I think it 
only right to warn Dublin people that at 
least one of these creatures has been 
known to visit our shores.

If I happen to come across one of 
these fascinating creatures when bathing 
at “‘Dunlary,’’ I shall probably think it 
considerably worse than 17 feet, and I 
should not be surprised if it struck John 
Lewis in that light, too. 


GENERAL SMUTS. 


Swans. 


Last week, to remind the Londoner of 
Merrie England with some pageantry, the 
swan herdsmen have been out on the 
Thames. Of all the birds, about half the 
total falls to the Crown. These birds re. 
ceive no mark. The remainder are divided 
between the companies of the Dyers and 
the Vintners, the former receiving one, 
the latter two nicks on the beak. Every 
swan is not Crown property elsewhere, 
but lone swans are a Royal perquisite, 
and so immune from harm. The sacro- 
sanctity of the swan is sometimes referred 
to the Parsifal story, though the im- 
munity indicated is probably due to 
““erowner's quest law.’’ - Here the swan 
is a royal bird, because of its relation 
to the old, sad story of the children of 
Lir. Probably, in the first place, the 
beauty of the bird gave birth to a notion 
that it was child to its stream. Tomy mind 
the beauty 1s over-rated, and to call a 
person swan-necked is a dubious compli- 
ment, The birds on our streams are tame 
enough; but in the mating season they 
should be treated with marked respect. 
A blow of the wing from an angry bird 
will break a man’s arm 


A Windmill House. 


I have just had a letter from a friend 
in England who has had the luck to 
spend her holidays in a windmill house 
in Norfolk. She was thrilled by the 
quaint old building, which gave her the 
same impression as being in .a ship at 
sea, and by sleeping in bedrooms known 
as the “ Barley Bin ” or the ‘‘ Oat Bin.” 
Several of these ‘“‘tower’’ mills, as they 
are called, have been converted into 
residences in the east of England, in 
much the same way as Martello Towers 
have in this country. The earliest type 
of mill in England was built of wood. 
and revolved around a central] post, and 
hence was called a “ post’’ mill. Then 
about the time of the Battle of Crecy the 
‘smock ” mill was evolved, of which 
only the cap turned in the wind, and 
these in turn gave way to the more 
commodious brick-built type of ‘‘ tower’”’ 
mill. There were certain disadvantages 
in a dwelling of this kind, notably 
in having no flat surfaces against which 
to place furniture, and the difficulty of 
having fireplaces in leaning walls; but 
the owners think themselves compensated 
by the fine views, and by a sense of snug. 
ness and exhilaration comparable only to 
being aboard ship.

Ghe Italian School, 


The recent bestowal by the Italian 
Government of an Order upon Sir Robert 
Tate for his services in teaching Italian 
in Trinity College, reminds me that 
Cavaliere Silenzi, the Italian Consul in 
Dublin, attaches great importance to this 
subject. Not only are the Italian resi- 
dents in the city very carefully organised, 
but the Consul has in operation a special 
school for their children. The Italian 
school is not intended, of course, to serve 
instead of the general State education, 
but it was brought into being to ensure 
that no Italian child in Dublin should 
grow up without some knowledge of his 
mother tongue. 

The classes are held in the Marlborough 
street Schools, and the children are 
obliged to attend them for a certain 
number of hours every week in addition 
to their ordinary school work. ‘Ine 
teaching is done entirely in Italian, and 
the younger children, I understand, a:e 
made familiar with the sights ahd scenes 
of their country by means of pictures cut 
from thc Italian illustrated papers. 


Ghorough Organisation. 


This work is taken very seriously by the 
Italian Government, and I am told that 
periodical reports are sent from Dublin 
setting forth in detail the progress of every 
individual pupil, even to the very number 
of marks obtained in the examina- 
tions which are held yearly. It is a 
remarkable tribute to the thoroughness of 
present-day Italian organisation that 
Signor Mussolini and his satellites 
should be able, at a moment’s notice, to 
obtain full particulars of the career of 
even the youngest Italian subject in a 
city so far distant as Dublin. Nor is it 
to be thought that when the children 
have finished with the school, the Italian 
Government has finished with them. 
Little escapes the notice of the authorities, 
and I heard quite recently of a youth 
who unexpectedly received an crder from 
Italy to report himself without delay in 
his own country, in order to put in his

CASES TO BE HEARD IN

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, moved 
the adoption of the recommendation of the 
Senate on the Finance Bill, 1929. He said 
that one recommendation carried out an 
undertaking given by him to Mr. J. X. 
Murphy that the hearing of income tax 
appeals would he heard in camera if the 
person whose chargeability to tax was the 
subject of the case so desired. This would 
not prevent the reporting of cases heard in 
the law courts, but they would be reported 
as the cases of “X” or “Y.” It could not do 
any harm, and, in certain cases, might 
prevent hardships by the divulgence of 
matters connected with the person s private 
affairs. 

Another Senate recommendation would 
reduce the period from five years to two, 
during which the exemption from the tariffs 
would apply to certain classes of woollen 
fabrics. If the woollen manufecturers showed 
that they were prepared to take steps. to 
meet the requirements of the wholesale 
clothing manufacturers there would be no 
need to re-enact that section after two years, 
and at the end of the two years the scope of 
the tariff would be as originally proposed. 

Mr LEMASS (F.F., Dublin 8.) said that the 
suggestion showed that the one desire of the 
Government was to avoid taking the obvious 
remedy of increasing the duty on ready-made 
clothing. So long as they avoided that, it 
would be necessary to come to the House 
again and again with new proposals such as 
this to relieve the situation.

THE CHARGES AGAINST THE 
CIVIC GUARDS. 


Mr. de VALERA again called the attention 
of the House to attacks which, he alleged, 
had been made on Mr. T.J. Ryan, of Cranny, 
County Clare, by detective officers. After 
this question had been raised in the Dail he 
said that he felt it was his duty to go 
to Clare and investigate the complaints made 
against the members of the detective force. 
As a result of the information he got from 
Mr. Ryan he rent a letter to the President 
setting out the Cetails on which these charges 
were made, On the 16th June, on his way 
home from Bodenstown with five companions, 
Mr. Ryan was held up by detectives» and 
ordered to leave the car. He was searched, 
and when he was asked to give an acco7nt 
of his movements, which he refused, havin 
already been held up three times on the rua, 
he was pushed against the wall, beaten and 
kicked, one of his eyes being blackened. Une 
of the detectives threatened to murder him. 
On the first of July Ryan's louse was 
raided, and since then a watch had been 
kept on his house day and night; so that he 
was a virtual prisoner. On July “th at 
5 a.m., he was called out of bed by cwo 
detectives and repeatedly struck in ihe 
face and legs, one of his assailauts 
strikin him in the stomach with 
a revolver, while another lashed him about 
the legs with what appeared to be a helt. 
After returning to bed he was again ordered 
to get up, and was again beaten and kicked. 


A MILKING INCIDENT, 


When preparing his breakfast later on that 
morning he was again assaulted by the de- 
tectives, and when he went out to milk the 
cows he was struck several times, knocked 
down, and his ears and hair were pulled, 
until finally he had to abandon the milking, 
and the detectives threw the milking stool at 
him. He retired to bed suffering from his 
injuries, but about noon he was again ordered 
to get up by the detectives, pulled out of 
bed and kicked. This was repeated three or 
four times, and during the times he was 1n 
bed he was “throttled’’ by one of the 
detectives, while another: knelt on his 
stomach, 

Continuing, Mr. de Valera said that when 

he was entering Mr. Ryan's house he was 
accosted by a man at the door, who showed 
his police card, and followed him into the 
house, remaining there during the interview 
with Mr. Ryan. Mr. Ryan bore the marks 
of his ill-treatment, for which he was being 
medically attended. The President replied to 
his (Mr. de Valera’s) letter stating that he 
had referred the matter to the Minister for 
Justice, who had written to him (Mr. de 
Valera), stating that the Guards emphatically 
denied the alleged assaults on the 16th June 
and the 7th July. 
With respect to the complaint of the 7th 
July the police reported as to the milking 
incident that Ryan was milking one of his 
cows on that morning in the presence of the 
police when he was knocked down by the 
cow, receiving a black eye in consequence. 
(Laughter from the Fianna Fail benches.) 

The Minister’s letter went on to st.te that 
Mr. Ryan apparently proceeded to build up 
on this accidental injury a long story by way 
of propaganda, and it appeared to h . (the 
Minister) that the whole value of Ryan’s tes- 
timony could be measured from this little 
episode, and in the circumstances &e accepted 
the police version. (Renewed laughter from 
the Fianna Fail benches.) 


AGAINST A FREE STATE. 


With reference to the police surveillance, 
the Minister’s letter stated that it was well 
known that Ryan was the leader of those 
people in West Clare who desired to upset the 
established form of government by violence, 
and it was essential for the preservation of 
public peace that Ryan’s movements should 
be watched by the police, and they had in- 
structions to do so. Mr. Ryan was at liberty 
to leave his house at any time, and there was 
no justification for the statement that he was 
a prisoner, 

Mr. DE VALERA, continuing, said- that 
repeatedly they had brought em instances 
before the notice of the Minister, and had 
received the same type oí reply. No person in 
a responsible position, having any regard for 
the responsibility of his office, should send out 
a letter like that to the charges that had 
heen made. 

The only answer they had got from the 
the Minister when these irregularities and 
brutalities were brought to his notice was 
that those who had been assaulted had their 
remedy at law. They knew perfectly well, 
and the Minister knew, that Ryan had not 
the means to bring an action against the 
Minister of State in the High Courts. Every- 
body in the House would admit that there 
could be no greater boon to the community 
than a well disciphned police force, and no 
greater scourge could be inflicted on a com- 
munity than a body of undisciplined men, 
containing within it a number of un- 
principled ruffians who had liberty to do 
what they liked. 


ATTITUDE OF THE EXECUTIVE. 


Certain members of the C.1.D. were en- 
deavouring to create a reign of terror in 
Clare. He was forced to the conclusion 
that it was the deliberate policy of the 
Executive Council to allow these brutalities 
to go on, and to give these men a free hand. 
The Minister for Justice had said on a for- 
mer occasion that the Fianna Fail Party did 
not denounce a certain outrage in Clare. His 
(Mr. de Vaiera’s) attitude was that 
if there was a letter to entrap these men, 
it was such a horrible outrage that every 
decent member of the community would re- 
probate it. No one of his party believed in 
such methods. But, he asked, was the 
crime an excuse for the Minister to condone 
the brutalities that were taking place in 
Clare? ‘They had heard frequently in that 
House of “ gun-bullies,’’ but where were 
the *‘ gun-bulises’’ now ”? 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE asked why the Minister 
had not got the opinion of the doctors who 
attended Ryan as to how his injuries were 
caused. 

Mr. MacENTEE asked by what legal 
authority the detectives were entitled to 
force theis way into Ryan’s room and insist 
upon hearing the conversation between Mr. 
de Valera and one of his constituents,

STORY OF A KICK FROM A 
COW. 

Mr. FirzGERALD-KENNEY, in replying, 
said that in this case they were asked to take 
the unsubstantiated story of Ryan as Gospel 
truth, and everything that was said by the 
Guards as a cock-and-bull story and 
to be disregarded. That was the 
attiiude’ of Fia nna Fail. The story 
told by Ryan bore’ elements’. of 
almost impossibility. They had against it 
the definite story of a _ highly-respected 
member of the Civic Guard. As to the kick 
from the cow, anybody who knew the 
country knew that such a thing could occur 


not under proper control. Mr. de Valera 
was willing to receive and believe Ryan's 
statement without corroboration. 

Mr. Ryan was a person who was at one 
time a wireless operator. He returned to his 
home in Clare and joined the then Volunteers, 
and during the Black and Tan period he 
did not do what he was ordered to do. In 
1920 he was courtmartialled and ordered to 
leave Clare. 

Mr. de VALERA—Is that to be a justifica- 
tion for the assaults ! 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY said that he 
did not put it forward as a justification for 
the violence to Mr. Ryan, but he gave the 
information as he got it from the Guards, 
aud he held that there was no evidence that 
violence was used against Ryan. At the 
time of the Civil War Ryan was one of the 
most extreme elements in Clare, and that was 
the type of man he was. 

If there were an inquiry, when he was 
satisfied that a prima facie case had not been 
made out, it would be unfair to the Guards, 
but Ryan had the ordinary courts open to 
him. It was said that he had not the means 
to go into court, but that was not so. The 
main work that the Guards had to do in 
Clare was to see that there was not a return 
to the terrorism and crime which took place 
there recently, and to watch those ns 


unrest that existed.

It serves to bring home 
the fact that a new transport, new respon- 
sibilities and a new incidence of taxation 
have arrived and demand new laws for 
their adjustment to the public welfare. 

What are the ends that must be sought 
in the revision of the law relating to 
transport? In the first place, we shall 
suggest that, in the national interest, the 
highest possible development of new 
methods of transport ought to be fostered. 
We do not believe that the general sub- 
stitution of road traffic for rail traffic is 
desirable; for road vehicles never can 
yield the comfort, safety and celerity of 
the railway train in long-distance travel. 
On the other hand, as ancillary to the 
railways, road services can diffuse new 
amenities to the whole of the 
districts and can quicken the prosperity 
of the towns.

What is required is 
that the cost of equipping the backward 
parts of the country with a fabric of 
sound main roads. shall be capitalised, 
and that the expense shall be recouped 
progressively from the users of the high- 
ways. Already heavy import duties on 
motor vehicles and parts provide the Free 
State with a considerable revenue which 


is earmarked for road expenses. The 
Minister for Finance has proposed also an 


impost of a penny a mile on distances 
travelled by public road services. It would 
be fatal to the development of road trans- 
port if direct responsibility for road 
upkeep should be added to existing and 
proposed costs. We have suggested that 
the removal of import duties would find 
quick compensation in a general expan- 
sion of motoring, and we think that all 
other imposts could be liquidated most 
fairly in a petrol tax that would fall upon 
all motorists in the exact proportion of 


their use of the roads.

Copyright Protection’ 


The attitude of the Free State Govern- 
ment towards appeals to the Privy 
Council is the subject of much comment 
in English legal circles. In a letter to 
the Press Lord Danesfort rehearses the 
facts of the Performing Right Society’s 
case against the Bray Urban Council ; 
and the Solicitors’ Journal strongly 
criticises the Free State Government's 
habit of introducing ex post facto legisla- 
tion for the purpose of evading un- 
favourable decisions of the Privy Council. 
Our readers already are familiar with the 
circumstances under which. the Performing 
Right Society—an English body with im- 
portant connections in every country in 
Europe—applied for special leave to 
appeal to the King in Council against a 
judgment of the Free State Supreme 
Court. When leave was granted the Free 
State Government promptly passed an Act 
which deprives the appellants of the 
benefits of a possibly favourable decision. 
Such action, especially in a case 
involving plaintiffs from outside the 
Saorstát, is bound to do damage to 
the credit of the Free State. In fact, 
as Lord Danesfort explains, the matter 
already has been considered by the 
Confédération Internationale des Socictés 
d’Auteurs et Compositeurs, which con- 
demned the Free State’s action at a con- 
ference at Madrid last May. The 
Confédération, which represents virtually 
every civilised country, passed a resolu- 
tion to the effect that the Free State's 
conduct was ‘‘ contrary to the universally 
accepted principles of justice and to the 
spirit and tenor of the Berne Convention, 
to which the Irish Free State wus a 
party.”

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London’s Bird-Life. 


London prizes her contacts with Nature. 
She guards her open spaces with jealous 
care, and the protection of her bird-life 
is a civic concern. In view of the city’s 
vast extent, its odours and its noises, that 
life is almost surprisingly populous and 
varied. Hyde Park and Kensington 
Gardens have been furnished with bird 
sanctuaries, upon which the Committee on 
Sanctuaries in Royal Parks makes an 
annual report. The latest report says 
that, although these two spaces lie in the 
heart of an enormous urban hrea, more 
than eighty species of wild birds have 
been observed in them during the last 
teven years. Fifty-one of these species 
reside in England throughout the year ; 
twenty-four are summer visitors and nine 
are winter visitors. The species which 
nest in Hyde Park and Kensington 
Gardens include blackbird, 
spotted flycatcher, greenfinch, mallard, 
moorhen, blue tit, great tit and wood 
pigeon, Some of these birds seem to have 
been attracted by the sanctuaries. The 
chafhnch and wood pigeon, formerly rare 
in the London district, have come to stay. 
The mallard and moorhen are increasing ; 
and the great.crested grebe, which at one 
time was unknown in the two parks, now 
comes every year to the Serpentine or the 
Round Pond. In other ways, however, 
the central parks have suffered through 
London’s rapid expansion. The rookery 
of Kensington Gardens has vanished, 
because rooks no longer can support thesm- 
selves in inner London. A small con- 
tingent of jackdaws still haunts the 
Gardens, but they have ceased to nest 
there and are giving up the struggle 
against the citys yrowth ‘The report 
deplores these facts. Perhaps, Dublin 
would begin to have a livelier recognition 
of Nature’s favours to her 1f she were 
threatened with their loss.

PARIS, Wednesday. 

Eleven o'clock to-morrow will mark the 
beginning of the trial of strength between 
the plans of the militant French Com- 
mumists and the elaborate Paris police 
arrangements. 

The occasion is the anti-war demonstra- 
‘(ions organised by the Third Inter- 
national, to take place in all countries 
on August Ist. 

Thanks to the wholesale arrests carried 
out last week, the day may be as complete 
a fiasco as Was May Day. 

On the other hand, the Police may have 
trouble, and, as a precaution, 
officers and other ranks of the Army are 
ready to act at the first sign of a demon- 
stration. 

The Communist daily newspaper, 
Humanifé, continues to sound the battle- 
cry in big type, but in studiously guarded 
language, urging all workers to down tools 
at 11 o'clock, and persuade their comrades 
to do likewise, 


‘A PROTEST AGAINST WAR.” 

The demonstrations, it is explained, will 
be a protest against war on the fifteenth 
anniversary of the beginning of the World 
War, and workers are urged, in every 
metaphor war affords, to rally ‘‘ for the 
defence of the Soviet Republics, their 
true and only motherland.’’ 

It is estimated that some two hundred 
secret group meetings were held last night 
in various parts of Paris and its suburbs, 
lurther to perfect the Communist plans.

Dail Eireann yesterday debated the 
Bank of Ireland Bill on the report stage, 
and postponed it to next session for 
further consideration. Other matters that 
came before the House were the Finance 
Bill, the Juries Bill, and the Pier and 
Harbour Provisional Order (Confirmation) 
Bill—all from the Senate—and the alleged 
ill-treatment of a farmer, Mr. T. J. Ryan, 
by C.I.D. men in County Clare. After 
three and a half hours spent in these dis- 
cussions, deputies trooped out to rest from 
strentous politics till the Dail reassembles 
on October 23rd. 1t was a dull day, and, 
apart from the announcement by the 
Minister for External Affairs that the 
Government has taken action in regard to 
the Lough Foyle fisheries situation; there 
was not an exciting moment during the 
debate. 

The discussion on the Bank of Ireland 
Bill, which proposes to bring up to date the 
ancient charter of the Bank, was unevent- 
ful, but it gave Fianna Fail, an opening 
for another fling at the Free State bank- 
ing system. The Finance Bill and the 
Pier and Harbour Provisional Order 
(Confirmation) Bill, which deals with pier 
improvements at Buncrana, were quickly 
passed. ; 


THE JURIES BILL. 


The Juries Bill was a different matter. 
Messrs. Ruttledge and Little, of the 
Opposition, had put down a number. of 
amendments to the amendments recom- 
mended by the Senate, but all were 
defeated after a series of tedious divi- 
and the bill was passed. The 
speeches from the Fianna Fail side of the 
House, and, indeed, from the Government 
side, were similar in tone and matter to 
those made when the bill was debated on 
its various stages some weeks ayo. 
Fianna Fail’s point of view is crystallised 
in Mr. Little’s words: ‘‘ The bill has no 
redeeming feature. It has the cloak: of 
secrecy—a vile principle to introduce into 
any judicial system.” One of Mr. Little's 
amendments sought. to make the measure 
expire at the end of next September, but, 
on a division, it was rejected by 65 votes 


to 41. 
ALLEGATIONS AGAINST POLICE. 


Serious charges against members of tlic 
Detective Branch of the Civic Guard were 
made by Mr, de Valera, on the motion 
for the adjournment. He stated that on 
various occasions since last June a 
farmer in Clare named T. J. Ryan had 
been brutally assaulted by €.1.D. men 
in his home and out of it. Ryan, as a 
result, had received injuries. to the 
stomach, the leg and the eye, for which 
he had to get medical treatment. “I 
have seen Ryan at his home,’’ said Mr. 
de Valera, ‘‘ and he bears the marks of 
this outrageous and brutal treatment.’’ 
‘It is the duty of the Minister for Jus- 
tice,’ he added, “to: hold a public 
inquiry. Ryan and others who had been 
similarly treated should be given an 
opportunity of giving evidence at such an 
inquiry.’ 

The Minister for Justice defended the 
police officers vigorously, and stated that 
Ryan had been tried by courtmartial by 


the Volunteers in 1922 “for not doing 
what hol ‘as told to do.” This was the 


type of man who was using Deputy de 
Valera as a mouthpicee. Against his word 
was the word of officers of the highest 
probity, highly disciplined men, who had 
the complete confidence of their superiors. 
tyan, the Minister added, was one of the 
conspirators in that part of the country 
who were aiming at the overthrow of the 
established form of government. 

The Minister created amusement by re- 
ferring more than once to Ryan as 
“Deputy Ryan,” a slip of the tongue 
which he quickly corrected, and roars of 
ironical laughter from the Q@position 
greeted his explanation that Ryan's 
injuries were received while he was milk- 
ing his two cows. Cow No. 1, it appeared, 
quickly consumed its share of cut grass, 
and tried to eat the share of cow No. 2. 
There was trouble between the cows, and 
Mr. Ryan got hurt. There was no founda- 
tion for the allegations made against the 
officers, declared the Minister, and he 
had no intention of helding an inquiry 
because it would be doing them a wrong. 
The courts were open to Ryan if he 
thought that he had a grievance.

COTTON SPINNERS’ 
ATTITUDE 
TO QUESTION OF

no nearer to a settlement. 


The Operative Spinners’ Amalgamation 
met and, after some hours’ debate, 
decided to refer the question of re- 
opening negotiations hack to the 
districts, with a recommendation that 
the matter should be left in the 
hands of the Executive. 


The Board of Trade last night announced 
the names of the Sub-Committee 
appointed by the Prime Minister to 
inquire into and report upon the 
present condition and prospects of the 
cotton industry. 


NO PROBABILITY 
SETTLEMENT. 


YESTERDAY’S MEETINGS. 

From the events of the third day of the 
stoppage in the Lancashire cotton trade 
no fresh hope has emerged of an early 
settlement of the dispute, Contrary to 
anticipations entertained 1n seme quarters, 
yesterday's delegate meeting of the Opera- 
tive Spinners’ Amalgamation resulted in 
no. definite move towards an immediate 
re-opening of negotiations with the 
employers. 

It had been thought that the delegates 
would have given direct approval to the 
decision reached by the Executive Com- 
mittee, before the break-down of last 
week's conferences, to’ accept the prin- 
ciple of a wage-reduction and negotiate on 
its extent. The outcome of yesterday's 
meeting, however, was°a resolution to 
submit the whole question for reconsidera- 
tion to the districts, this to be accom. 
panied by a recommendation from the 
Executive Committee that “ the matter ”’ 
—presumably the power to negotiate—be 
left in their hands. 


MR. BOOTHMAN’S STATEMENT. 

After the meeting Mr. H.- Boothman. 
the General Secretary, told the Press that 
“the representative meeting decided that 
the consideration of the question should 
he referred to the districts, and that a 
further representative meeting should be

héld on Monday afternoon next at three

Mr. Boothman was then asked whether 
this meant, specifically or not, the question 
of the re-opening of negotiations. With- 
out directly replying to this inquiry, Mr. 
3oothman said: ‘‘ The whole question will 
be considered in view of what has 
happened. The districts have been pro- 
vided with a report cf all the negotia- 
tions, and the Executive Committee made 
the recommendation to them that the 
matter should be left in their hands, as in 
previous questions of this nature, with the 
proviso that, if the Executive Committee 
arrive at an arrangement, if willebe sub- 
mitted to them for ratification.” 


NOT VIEWED AS A SET-BACK. 


Inquiries made in Manchester after the 
meeting show that the outcome of the 
operative spinners’ delegate meeting is by 
no means regaraed as a set-back to the 
hopes of a settlement, although a definite 
approach to it would appear*to have been 
deferred pending consideration by the 
districts of the Operative Spinners’ 
Amalgamation, in accordance with con- 
stitutional procedure. 

The next meeting of any section of the 
operatives is that of the Cardroom 
Workers’ Executive, which is. fixed for to- 
night. This Executive was willing to 
negotiate on the principle of a wage- 
reduction before the representative meet- 
ing of the Cardroom Operatives’ Amalga- 
mation gave a vote adverse to such a 
course. 

The weavers,. on their side, “stand 
firm ” on the principle of maintaining the 
present wage rates. 

An official of the Master Cotton 
Spinners’ Federation vesterday said that 
the employers’. position had been 
strencthened hv the closing of more mills, 
hoth federated and non-federated. The 
mills in the Federation, which have heen 
closed, now amount, -he said. to well over 
99 per cent. of the membership.

Scouts representing more than fiity 
countries. took part in a march past 
lasting about an hour at Arrowe Park, 
Birkenhead, to-day, when the Jamboree 
was opened by the Duke of Connaught, 
who took the salute. It was a picturesque 
and colourful scene as the markers carry- 
ing flags tramped past the Royal box. 

‘he contingents varied as much in size 
as they did in colour, from 2,300 repre- 
sentatives of France to two boys from the 
Fiji Islands, six lads from British Guiana, 
seven from Cyprus, eight from Russia and 
nine from Siam. These little units from 
the far corners of the earth, who could 
only form one short line, marched as well 
as the rest. Most of the boys wore the 
Scout Hat, but the Palestinians were dis- 
tinctive with a flowing white head-dress. 
the ends of which floated behind the 
wearer. For the most part the boys 
marched in silence, but those from 
Finland uttered one of their cries as they 
passed the saluting base. The Irish 
Free State, Scottish and Ulster Scouts 
seemed to receive the loudest cheer from 
the spectators. Three thousand British 
Scouts gave old English dances, such as 
“Nancy's Fancy,” and then the rest of 
the British Scouts, carrying their county 
flags, did what was described as an ' urge 
forward’? towards the grand stand. 
Foreign contingents intermingled with the 
British» boys, and there was - wonderful 
mass of colour in front of the Royal box. 


ZULU CHIEF’S HORN, FOR RALLY. 


Inspiring addresses were given ‘by the 
Duke of Connaught and the Chief Scout. 
Sir Robert Baden-Powell, who had 
previously performed the opening cere 
mony. The. Royal Standard was broken, 
fhe National Anthem was played, and the 
Chief Scout sounded a note on the Kudu 
horn which he had captured from a Zulu 
chief during the Zulu War. ial 

The Duke of Connanght, who is Presi- 
dent .of the British Scouts’ Association. 
was received by a guard of honour com- 
posed of Canadian Scouts, as a tribute to 
the help he gave to the movement when 
he was Governor of Canada. - 

The Duke of Connaught said that they 
were assembled to celebrate the coming of 
age of the social movement, whose far- 
reaching and world-wide influence no one 
could adequately measure. Who could 
have imagined that the small camp at 
Brownsea Island twenty-one years ago 
would, within a generation, number two 
millions, embracing lads of every country, 
race and creed, all imbued with the same 
high ideals, and all carrying aloft the 
same banners of mutual service and 
brotherhood ? The movement was not 
military and had no military significance, 
but was intended solely to train boys to 
be capable and useful citizens. The move- 
ment had now been adopted by forty-two 
foreign countries, the watchwords were 
heard in every tongue, and its hands of 
brotherhood were clasped across the seas 
from shore to shore. 


“ A LANDMARK OF OUR TIME.” 


“The future historian will rank the 
Scout movement as one of the great land- 
marks of our time and will add the name 
of its founder to the roll of the world's 
reformers,’’ added His Royal Highness. 
‘Few men have rendered greater service 
in the cause of humanity than Baden- 
Powell, and none deserves a higher place 
in the temple oi fame and in the esteem 
of their fellow-anen.

420 HOURS IN THE AIR.

A WONDERFUL PER- 
FORMANCE, 

The Times New York Correspondent tele- 
graphed yesterday :— The aeroplane, St. Louis 
Robin, piloted by Mr. Dale Jackson and Mr. 
Forest O’Brine, came safely to earth at 38! 
minutes past seven last might with a new 
“record ' for continuous flight of 420 hours 
2145 minutes. 

Although Mr. Jackson and Mr. O’ Brine had 
flown at the rate of a mile a minute for 175 
days, covering a distance greater than the 
circumference «f the earth at the equator, 
they were in excellent physical con- 
dition, and the monoplane’s engines 
were working perfectly. Reluctant ta 
end the flight before they had attained their 
objective of 500 hours in the air, they had 
ignored the suggestion to descend made to 
them in the morning, and came down only 
when peremptorily ordered to do so. For 
beating the previous “record,” established 
only the day before they. began their flicht, 
by 173 hours and 38 minutes, each man re- 
ceived more than $17,000 (£3,400) in prizes, 
besides 18 days’ salary. 

Thirteen thousand persons gathered at 
Lambert, the St. Louis airport, to see them 
land. They gave the airmen an enthusiastic 
greeting, and, in spite of the Guards, plucked 
them out of the aeroplane before the pro- 
peller had stopped whirling. The police had 
great difficulty in rescuing them from 
enthusiasts bent on carrying them on their

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


From Oua Own Conifigsrondent.. 
LIMERIVKA, Wednesday. 

The Irish Labour Party: and Trade Umion 
Congress »pened at 10 o’ciock this morning in 
the: Municipal Technical Institute, Limerick. 
Mé. L. J- Dufiy, President, occupied the 
chair, and delegates were in attendance from 
every part of Ireland. 

The Mavor (Councilor Keyes), who was very 
cordially received, extended a very warm 
weleome to the delegates on behalf of the 
citizens. “It- was their extreme-rogretsthat the 
visits of the Cougress fo lamenck were net 
more frequent, as it was twenty years since 
it had met there. He was glad to be ina 
position to state that there hád been; a 
definite upward curve in the condition of tHe 
workers of Limerick in the interval since the 
Congress was last held in that city. Coinel- 
deyt with that upward curve Limerick had 
pragressed, and in that direction they were 
prepared to submit their city to the careful 
scrutiny of the Congress delegates in order 
to demonstrate its favourable position. 

Mr, J. McQuane, President of the Limerick 
Trade and Labour Council, joined in the 
welcome extended by the Mayor to the dele- 
gates. is 
CONGRESS'S THANKS. 

The President announcedathecreceipt ofa 
telegram from the indoor branch ofthe Lune: 
rick. Postal Union, welconting the delegxtes 
to the city, with a hope for a successful con- 
gress. On behalf of the delegates, he thanked 
the Mayor and President of the Trades and 
Labour Council for the official welcome ‘given 
to the delegates. sk 

THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

In his presidential address, Mr. L. J. 
Duffy said that the Labour movement 15 
confronted with problems more,complex, more 
difficult and more exacting than in the past. 
The plain people only: remember that they 
have struggled to secure possession of their 
own land. They realise that they have 
won, and are therefore impatient and 
dismayed, because every argument which 
formerly they believed to be unsound is still 
urged to divert them from consummating their 
success. ‘The people are prepared to support 
any. courageous measure of national recon- 
struction that is based on sound sense; while 
rejecting every proposal that leads only to 
deeper despair, they believe that much could, 
and should. be done to improve the country 
economically. 

“Whe Labour movement 1s not selfish or 
short-sighted,’ he said, ' it recognises. that 
there are difficulties, and it has not hesitated 
to face them. We realise that the success of 
our efforts to improve working-class condi- 
tious and to advance our interests, as citizens, 
will be measured by the extent to which the 
country as a whole is enabled to achieve 
prosperity. But we are unwilling to base 
our political economy and our claims for 
social justice on the presumption that the 
vested interests of a small but wealthy 
minority have been more firmly entrenched 
by the changes that have been brought 
about.’’ 

THE BOUNDARY. 

Referring to the Boundary question, Mr. 
Duffy said that if the recent elections in 
Northern Ireland have any significance, we 
must. conclude that the majority of the 
people North of the frontier, taking that 
area as a whole, do not desire the removal 
of the boundary. Yet it is the people worth 
of the frontier that are, amd will continue 
to be, called upon to pay the biggest price 
for that policy. Many thousands of workers, 


-partieularly in Belfast, who are now unem- 


loyed, would have a full week's work sn 
Northen factories and warehouses if there 
had been no boundary. 
“But so long as those of us who reside 
South of the boundary keep up a clamour 
for its removal our friends in the North will 
believe they are being forced into an All- 
Ireland political system to be exploited. 
There is no need for this clamour; many 
manufacturers and traders, and certainly the 
large number of workers in the protected 
industries in the. South; do not desire a poli- 
tical change that would prejudice their pre- 
sent industrial prospects. And those who 
desire to make this country “Gaelic as well 
as free’ cannot desire to augment the forces 
opposed to them, But everybody must de- 
sire for a better understanding and more 
enduring co-operation between the people of 
North and South. Let us ‘grow in beauty 
side by. side —Wwe need not ‘fill one house 
with glee.’ And, meantime, there are other 
frontiers and other boundaries that we can 
afford to remove. Eventually, Belfast will 
seek the unity of Ireland for economic rea- 
sons when other parts of the country cease 
fighting for it for sentimental reasons. 

‘Industry with us will almost surely follow 
the development elsewhere. Eithe: directly 
or indirectly there must be collective organi- 
sation of production aud exehange. The 
workers are not.epposed to scientific manage- 
ment, and the rationalisation of industry as 
such sut they fear and dread the dis- 
organisation which leads up to it. As workers 
we will gain rather. than lose by an improved 
technique and the introduction of modern 
machinery; obsolete machinery and plant are 
wasteful and extravagant, and the worker 
always pays the penalty of waste and ex- 
travagance. Large-scale industry is jnevit- 
able. While is is true that certair kinds of 
industry may remain small ‘and still profit- 
able, it must be admitted that in the main 
small-scale industry begets small men and 
small minds.’’ 

Low’ wages, Mr. Duffy added, are not a 
remedy for industrial depression. If a low- 
wage standard were an aid to prosperity, 
then countries like India would be rich, in 
deed. But, far from low wages being anv 
assistance as a solution of thé unemployment 
problem, the best-informed authorities are 
satisfied that. they .merely intensify the 
problem. The greater . industrialists: in: 
America all favour high wages as a matter 
of “policy, and ‘one cannot help noticing that 
some of the leading authorities in Great 
Britain are beginning to accept the American 
view withoit any teservations. 

HOW TARIFFS WORK. 

Dealing with tariffs, he said :—It has been 
stated that the number of additional workers 
in the protected industries is 10,000. 1 am 
not quarrelling, with that. figure, but I sub- 
mit that: while opportunities for employment 
have imcreased in the protected industries, 
they have decreased in other industries as a 
direct consequence of the tariffs. We have 
seen a somewhat similar phenomenon in 
Great Britain. I think ‘it has not been fully 
realised that the duty on’ certain imported 
articles makes a tremendous difference in 
their selling price. In the case of boots, the 
additional impost, because of the 15 per 
cent. duty, where the boots are obtained” 
from small retail shops in provincial towns, 
is nNob=.d6,. on. a pair .costing, at the 
factory, 20s., but “Ss” 6d. In that 
case the duty is equivalent to 27) 
per cent..-Or take the case of clothing. The 
consumer Who expends £10 10s, annually on 
wearing apparel, excluding ‘boots, pays in 
dyity not the 18s. 7d. collected by the State. 
but actually 55s. The difference between 
18s. 7d. and 55s.—that is, 16s. 5d.—is the 
additional profit extracted from the consumer 
by the agencies engaged in the service. of 
distribution . “TIT think it must be apparent 
that this additional impost. levied upon the 
guise of @ tariff; on wearing apparel, must 
mean that the consumer is spending on some 
other commodity, probably on food. 25s. less 
than he would have spent if there were no 
tarifls on wearing apparel. 

I am not challenging the wisdom of the 
tariff policy, but I am endeavouring to em 
phasise that tariffs by themselves are not 
going to get rid of unemployment—on the 
other hand, I think. we can all agree that if 
measures were taken, internationally if pos- 
siblé; to prevent the import of goods pro: 
duced under sweated or unfair conditions. the 
result would. be the eventual levelling up o 
working-class conditions throughout the wor! 
and the stabilising of higher standards where 
they now exist 

.. THE VOTE OF THANKS.

The water was shallow, and it was 
easy to catch salmon in an illegal way, It 
was thought that the by-law enacted in 
December, 1925, might end the practice, but 
apparently it had not. He had heard that 
twenty salmon had been taken out of the 
place on one afternoon. He had found salmon 
near Edmundsbury with the sides torn out of 
them. The by-law of 1925 was ineffective, 
and he saw no way out of the difficulty except 
by introducing a law to prohihit fishing in 
the weir. The Board of Conservators wished 
te give everybody a fair chance of fishing. 

In reply to the Chairman, Dr Leeper said 
that the illegal fishing went on all the year 
round. .Jt was most active when the spring 
fishing was over, On Tuesday) evening Jast 
he-áaw aman take a fish from the river, 
“Major E. Connolly, Castletown, Celbridge, 
said that he agreed in the main with Dr. 
Leeper. Jt was difficult for the Civic Guards 
to ‘detect illegal acts. What the Board 
wanted’ to do was to protect the river for the 
bona fide fishermen. He would support the 
preposal that the prohibited area be extended 
down to the bridge that carried the county 
road.

‘produced books and other evidence showing 


that. itegal fishing had taken place. 
FISHING FROM THE BANK. 

Mr. J. Hill said that he agreed with the 
bia witnesses. He would not, however, 
ike that the portion of the river to the 
weir be closed altogether. as it might drive 
honest fishermen away. He thought that the 
by-law should be made to allow people to 
fish from the bank, but prohibit people from 
wading in the river. That was the only way 
he could think of to stop poaching. 

Mr. George Shackleton said that he could 
not give any direct evidence of poaching ; 
but he had found dead fish in the river, and 
it.-appeared to him that they had been 
“struck” or gaffed. : 

Mr. Hill, recalled, said that the anglers 
who. waded in the water had a tendency to 
go..across to the place where fishing was 


‘objected to by the Board. 


Sergeant P. McGrath, Civic Guard, - said 
that within the past nine months there had 
been numerous complaints of illegal fishing 
The Guards, found extreme difficulty in 
proving cases because of the watches set by 
the poachers. The chief danger lay on Mr. 
Hill’s bank. : 

Answering Mr. Burne, the witness said - 
that he had not noticed many visiting fisher- 
mien there this year. 

Closing the inguiry, the Chairman said that 
the Minister would consider the matter fully 
to make sure that he did not injure any 
iegitimate rights of fishermen. i

The annual general meeting of the Footballi 
Association of the Irish Free State was held 
in the Oak Room, Mansion House, Dublin, 
last night. Mr. J. L. Brennan (Chairman) 
presided, 

In the annual report it was stated that 
there were at present 404 clubs affiliated with 
the Association. 

Delegates of the Free State Associatiou had 
attended the annual congress of the Inter- 
national Federation at Barcelona, and had 
raised the question of the Irish Footnall 
Association, Ltd., still playing internaticna, 
matches under the ‘‘ misnomer of Ireland,” 
and of continuing to select players horn in 
the area controlled by the Association. The 
F.I.E.A. undertook to take the matter up 
with countries* comprising the Internationa. 
Board. . 

The: report was adopted. 

The balanee: sheet and statement of ac- 
counts “were unanimously adopted. 

The meeting proceeded with proposed altera- 
tions of the rules. The principal proposal was 
one put forward by the Council to secure 
that m future the Council of the Association 
should consist of twenty-four members, made 
up as follow :—One representative from each 
of the ten clubs in the Free State Footbal] 
League, six representatives from the Leinster 
Football Association, three representatives 
from the Munster Association, one representa- 
tive from the Connaught Association, two re- 
presentatives from the Junior Committee of 
the Association, and the Hon. Treasurer and 
Hon. Secretary. ot the Association. 

Mr. Robert Murphy (Alton F.C.) took ex- 
ception to the inclusion in the new rule of the 
proposal that ‘‘each person elected or nomi- 
nated shall be a bona-fide member of the par- 
ticular Divisional Association which he ig to 
represent.’ It appeared to him to aim at the 
removal of men resident in Dublin who repre- 
sented the Divisional Associations, and he 
believed by passing.the rule they would be 
offering an inducement for perpetrating a 
swindie. See: 

The Chairman ‘took exception to the use of 
the word “swindle,’’: and asked that it be 
withdrawn, 

Mr. Murphy declined to withdraw the ex- 
pression, as he believed the passing of the 
new rule would have that effect. 

The Chairman called on Mr. Murphy ‘to 
leave the room, and he did so. 

After some further ‘discussion the proposal 
as submitted by the Council was carried. 

The meeting also approved of a rule to 
secure that in cases where the Association 
hire any ground the rent shall be ten per 
cent, of the gross gate receipts and that the 
Association shall not interfere with the exist- 
ing admission rights of the members of the 
clubs concerned. 

A new rule was also adopted to secure that 
for the government of Junior Football of the 
Irish Free State a committee should be con-

THE REFORMATION. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Certainly, it is desirable that all who 
ean should make themselves familiar with the 
writings of St. Patrick, “with what the 
saint said and what he omits to say.’ The 
great trouble is about “what he omits to 
say.” In his scholarly and exquisite edition 
of the “ Book of Armagh, ” Dr. Gwyun says 
on “The Confession of St. Patrick " :—‘ Une 
rises from a study of this document with 
mingled feelings—on the one hand, vl 
appreciation of its worth as a frank revelation 
of the snmost self of one who did a ire 
work and -of the motives that imspired it; 
on. the” other, of disappointment at its 
meagreness of detail and its absolute silence 
about many matters on which we crave for 
information. , But the blanks in the 
record, even so far as it takes a narrative 
form, are many and serious. Large periods 
of his life are left wholly unaccounted for ’ 
(p. 1, xxxix.). I merely mention this to 
ihe how the subject bristles with 
ditticulties. 

Whatever system of logic Canon Thompson 

follows, it leads him to very illogical con- 
clusions. He says:—'‘ The question at issue 
is between the Church of Ireland (sic) and 
the Church of Rome.” Yet, he is surprised 
that I will not enter on a discussion about the 
Church in America. As a Catholic and historian, 
I am concerned about the Church in other 
countries, but not Aic et nunc—not in this 
controversy. 1 may call his attention, how- 
ever, to some passages bearing on Father 
Shinnors article. which has exaggeration 
written all over it, and was really meant as 
a call for Catholic missionaries to look after 
the Irish immigrants. The Canon quotes him 
as saying: ' From Cardinal Gibbons. 
(and others) come the constant cry : Stop the 
tide of emigration.” Now, in the J/rish 
Ecclesiastical Record of February, 1897. there 
is a letter from Cardinal Gibbons on. “‘ Irish 
Immigration to the United States.” Here are 
his concluding words :—‘‘1 would not, there- 
fore, discourage Irish immigration, because 
there are at stake more than economic con- 
siderations. There are at stake the interests 
of the Catholic religion, which, in this land 
and in this age, are largely bound up with 
the interests of the Irish people. God's hand 
is upon them, going and coming.” 

Again, he says:—‘‘ No other people ever 
gave themselves en bloc to Christian missions 
as they; no other people ever suffered for 
their Catholic faith as they. And when, 
with the dawn of this century, the remark- 
able movement began which has to-day pro- 
duced some 130,000,000 of English-speaking 
people, and been the chief element in the 
renascence of Catholicism from its continental 
tomb, it was ‘he Irish who were the 
pioneers, they being almost the only English- 
speaking Catholics. and devoting themselves 
the world over to the planting of the Catholic 
faith, the support of its claims and its 
missionaries, and the sustenance of the Papal 
authority.” Thus, the Cardinal has not one 
word to say about the fabulous “ millions of 
leakages, or indeed about the question at all, 
arid surely here was an ae of doing 
go if such was the case, owever, as I said, 
I am not concerned with a discussion on 
the subject here. I have given statistics and 
Cardinal Gibbons’s own words, . 

V?hen I used the term “ good ” in reference 
to the Canon J did so in its obvious sense, 
without anv thought of reflection on the other 
members of his cloth, and, indeed, without 
the faintest idea that it could have been 
twisted in such fantastic manner as the 
Canon hysterically twists it. Surely, it 1s 
illogical to conclude a upss from two 
positive premisses. His syllogism would be 
like this: The Canon is a member of the 
Protestant Church. The Canon is good. 
Therefore, the other members of the Church 
are not good. That conclusion does not 
follow either in logic or in my own private 
opinion. It may console him to be assured 
that the term was meant as ap expression of 
persona] regard. 

I shall, indeed, be pleased to assist him 
in enlightening his mind on the Catholic 
claim in regard to the Early Irish Church by 
lending him some works by Catholic writers. 
And so to work, Canon. Vale.—Yours, etc.,

Even 
though the author of such a jest be known to 
all concerned, the unfortunate owner may 
only proceed against him for the theft of 
petrol or oil, and in that case the onus lies 
upon the owner to prove that there 1s less 

etrol or oil in the car on recovery than when 
it had been left by him. 

I had thought that, being taken flagrante 
delicto, one would be liable to prosecution for 
illegal possession, but Mr. Collins’s judgment 
appears to negative that idea, and opens a 
rather larger vista for the cheerful borrower. 
Let us hope that in future, when our posses- 
sions are thus required for the temporary use 
of such a person, he will leave some clue that 
we may know where to recover them with the 
minimum of inconvenience.— Y ours, .etc.,

defendants in the case of Mrs. Annie 
Farrelly, trading as J. P. Farrelly, of 8 and 9 
Lower Sheriff street, Dublin, licensed vintner, 
against, the Irish Kinematograph Co. (1920), 
Ltd., Burgh quay, Dublin. The plaintiffs 
claim was. for £491 5s. 7d., balance alleged 
to be due to her by the defendants for intox- 
cating liquor, supplied to the Tivoli Theatre, 
of which the defendants had been Pre rietors. 
Alternatively, the plaintiff stated that Mr. 
Reuben Welch bought and took possession of 
the goods as mapager or agent for the de- 
fendants. 

The defendants denied that they ever 
bought the liquor or that it ever was de- 
livered to them, and stated that if the liquor 
was sold and delivered to Mr. Welch he was 
not their agent for the purchase of the liquor, 
nor was he authorised by them to purchase 
it. Mr, Welch was appointed manager of the 
theatre by an agreement, a term of which 
was that all orders given by him must he 
countersigned by the managing director of 
the defendant company or its secretary, «rd 
that the company should not be liable under 
any contract or order not so countersigael. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan, in his judzment, #61 
that upon the appointment of Mr. “Vetch 
as manager of the Tivoli Theatre he took the 
necessary steps to stock the bars. Mr. Welch 
arranged with Mr. Fleming, who was & som 
in-law of the plaintiff, that Mr. Fleming 
should supply the necessary wines and sydrits 
and that Mrs. Farrelly should supply the 
stout and beer. Mrs. Farrelly, it appeared. 
supplied these on the terms that the stock 
in hands in the bar should remain her 
property. ae 

His lordship was of opinion that at the 
time of the negotiations between Mr. Welch 
and Mr. Fleming for the supply of liquor 
Mr. Fleming had notice that defendants dis- 
claimed liability, and that the plaintiff had 
notice and understood that Welch was to be 
liable for payment for the goods supplied by 
her to the Tivoli Theatre. He thought that 
this conclusion was . consistent with the 
weekly accounts furnished to Mr. Welch, and 
with the fact that the defendants were not 
sued in connection with a dishonoured cheque 
sent by Welch to the plaintiff, as well as 
with the fact that Mr. Fleming was not called 
on to give evidence on her behalf. He was 
of opinion that the action should be dismissed 
with costs. 

The action accordingly was dismissed with 
costs.

The adjourned motion for the consolidation 
of two actions against the Dublin Union 
Commissioners in relation to outdoor relief 
claimed by persons who alleged that they 
were chargeable as paupers on the Union 
was heard. 

The plaintiffs in one action were Hugh 
Cullen, of 12 Usher's Island, and Thomas 
Carey, of 12 Upper Bridge street, who, in 
their statement of claim, said that they 
and their families resided within the Dublin 
Union area. They claimed to be destitute 
and chargeable as paupers on the Union, 
and alleged that repeated applications for 
relief had been ignored or rejected, or that 
the relief provided had been wholly in. 
adquate. ‘he plaintiffs in the other action, 
who made a somewhat similar claim, were 
Mary O'Connor, 39 North Cumberland street ; 
Mary Anne Healy, 61 Fitzwilliam lane; 
Edward Tierney, 49c Corporation place, and 
Michael Dempsey (by his ‘wife, Sarah 
Jempsey’ 135 Verschoyle place. 

The de ndants, Dr. W. G. Dwyer, Mr 
P. J. Hernon and Mrs. J. Power, pleaded 
that the action was not properly constituted, 
as they were not sued in accordance with 
statutory provisions; that as guardians of 
the poor they administered due relief to the 
plaintiffs; that they considered all applica- 
tions for poor relief subject to the rules and 
regulations prescribed, and that in the 
administration of relief they acted bona fide 
and to the best of their judgment. They 
further stated that in administering relief, 
save in so far as they had discretionary 
power, they were acting under the direction 
and control of the Minister for Local Govern. 
roent and Public Health. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., who, with Mr. Gavan 
Duffy, K.C., and Mr. E. Hallinan (instructed 
by Mr. T. P. Robinson), appeared for the 
plaintifis in both actions in support of the 
motion, said that the relief sought in each 
action was the same. The plaintiffs sought a 
declaration that they or their families, as 
the case may be, were entitled by law to 
receive due poor relief from the defendants ; 
an account of the sums, if any, that ought 
to have been paid to them, and an order 
for the payment of the sums found due. 
The defences in each case were identical. 

Mr. Justice Meredith asked why two 
actions were started when the statements of 
Claim and defences and counsel were the 
same. 


SERIOUS STATE OF AFFAIRS. 

Mr. Jellett said that the state of affairs. 
as disclosed in the statement of claim in 
these actions, was very serious in connection 
with the carrying out by the defendants of 
their statutory duties in the administration 
of due relief, and accordingly the cases were 
of very considerable importance, because 
whatever the ultimate decision of the Court 
might be, it would affect not only the 
particular parties to this litigation, but 
others who were similarly circumstanced. 
The position being, as he had stated, that 
the defendants were the same in each case. 
that the relief sought was the same, and that 
the defences filed were the same, it was 
eminently a case where, in order to avoid all 
possible expense, the actions should be con- 
solidated., 

At the time the first action was started 
they did not know about the second, and 
could not have started the first action in 
anticipation of a state of affairs of which 
they then were ignorant; but when the state- 
ment of claim and defence were delivered 
they then knew the actual position, and that 
was that the parties were seeking the same 
telief and the defendants were putting in the 
same defences, and in that state of affairs 
he suggested that it would only encourage 
expenditure and incur useless costs to hear 
the actions separately when they might be 
tried together as one action. 

Mr. Rice, K.C., who, with Mr. Henry. 
K.C., Mr. Lavery. K.C., and Mr. M. J. 
Molloy (instructed hy Messrs. Roger (Greene 
and Sons), appeared for the defendants. said 
that the circumstances of this application 
were, to say the least, unusual.

COAL MERCHANTS’ APPEAL. 


BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
: FITIGIBEON, AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 


Reserved judgment in the appeal by the 
defendants in the case of Bissett v. Heiton 
and Co., Ltd., from a decision of Mr. Justice 
’Byrne at the trial, with a jury, in the 
High Court, was delivered by a majority (the 
Chief Justice dissenting) of the 
appellants, 

The proveedings, which have been previously 

ublished, arose out of the death of James 
Bissett, a labourer, of 11 York terrace, Rirgs- 
end, who, while in the employment of Messrs. 
Heiton and Co., Ltd., coal merchants, un- 
loading one of their vessels in the Custem 
House Docks, was struck by a coal tub and 
killed, as the result of the breaking of a wire 
repe forming part of the unloading machinery. 

Mrs. Mary Bissett, widow of the deceased 
man, brought an action for ee on 
behalf of her self and her four infant children, 
and on the findings of the jury Mr. Justice 
OQ’ Byrne awarded her £1,200. 

On appeal by the defendants from that 
judgment the Supreme Court directed a new 
trial of the case on the question as to the 
proper testing of the rope before the unload- 
ing of the vessel was proceeded with. 

The jury found on the evidence that the 
proper test had not been made, and the result 
was a judgment in favour of the plaintiff. 

The defendants again appealed to the

Su Court, with the result mentioned. 
The cc á 


hief Justice was of opinion that the 
verdict of the jury should not be disturbed, 
on the ground that on the evidence the test 
was not a proper test, and that the appeal 
should be dismissed, with costs; and Mr. 
Justice FitzGibbon and Mr, Justice 
Murnaghan held that, as the rules relating to 
the subject had been complied with, the jury 
were not justified in finding that the test was 
not a proper one. 

The appeal was accordingly allowed, and 
the judgment in the High Court set aside 
with costs.

CLEAR CASH WINS ON AN 
OBJECTION. 


From Our TRAVELLING CORRESPONDENT. 
GOUDWOOD, Wednesday. 

A good day’s racing here this afternoon was 
spoiled by disagreeable weather, for it had 
poured all the morning, and there was a thick 
mist on the course and half a gale was blow- 
ing when racing began, Not many things 
went right after that, for Mr. Jinks was 
beaten out of a place in the Sussex Stakes. 
and after Mr. Henry Sutton’s’ Mountain Lad 
had finished a head in front of Sir John Grey’s 
Clear Cash for the Goodwood Stakes he was 
disqualified for boring, and Clear Cash was 
made the winner. Objections on such a 
wide course as Goodwood, where there is room 
for all, are rare, but at the end of a long race 
horses will begin to hang. In this case after 
three horses—Troubadour, Mountain Lad, and 
Clear Cash—had singled themselves out after 
-coming into the straight. where Blockhead 
had abandoned the lead he had held for a 
jong time from Mountain Lad and Ponorogo, 
Clear Cash. coming on the outside, hung a 
little towards the rails. 

MOUNTAIN LAD DISQUALIFIED. 

Then Mountain Lad began to hang heavily 
towards him, and administered two good 
bumps which put Sir John Grey's horse 
right out of his course. It was palpalbie 
that there would be an objection, and the 
Stewards did not take long to award the 
race to Clear Cash. It was bad luck for 
the Owner of Mountain Lad, and especially 
for his trainer, Captain Gooch, who has a 
weaknes for winning this race. ‘Troubadour 
who had run a real good race and finished five 
lengths behind Clear Cash, was then placed

THE RESULT OF CAREFUL 
BREEDING. 


For some years contributors to the English 
and American Fancy Press, who profess to 
know all there is to be known about him, 
have been deploring the decadence of the 
Irish terrier. Whether “ Mick’’ is in reality 
shedding his distinctive Hibernian character- 
istics, as the result of the Americans’ system 
of breeding, we cannot say; but, so far as 
the products of the English kennels are con- 
cerned, there is no ground for being unduly 
a regarding the future of the grand 
ittle dog, which has always been the admira- 
tion of every lover of dogs in this country. 
Certain is it that in his native land he has 
not lost an inch of ground. Indeed, judicious 
breeding along correct lines has evolved a 
type that represent a one hundred per cent. 
advance fon the rough, ungainly and some- 
what shabby-looking customer that was in 
existence when, fifty years ago—and a good 
deal more recently—the Irish Terrier Club 
was founded. ! 

To-day in ‘this country—and in England 
also—we have a type of Irish terrier of which 
the members of the I.T.C., who have striven 
zealously throughout these years after the 
correct type, and Irish dog-lovers in general 
imay justly feel proud—a compactly-built, 
little fellow, with fine, shapely head, beanti- 
ful coat, and that Irish ‘‘ expression” which 
is the admiration of all who take an in- 
telligent interest mn the breed. 

AN UNIQUE EXHIBIT. 

That much was clearly demonstrated at the 
Golden Jubilee Show of the Irish Terrier 
Club, which was held yesterday at the 
Rotunda, Dublin, wherein was benched the 
finest and most typical collection of Irish 
terriers ever shown in any country. By 
general consent, the type reached a standard 
never before attained Le breeders, and not 
the least gratifying feature of the show was 
the quality of the exhibits sent on from the 
five English kennels, the owners of which 
courageously threw down the gauntlet to the 
home exhibitors, who included 14 from the 
North, represented by 73 entries, and 11 from 
Dublin, whose kennels were represented by 
47 entries. | 

It was a happy idea that prompted the 
I.T.C. to celebrate its golden jubilee in so 
befitting a manner, for it provided a big 
company of fanciers with the opportunity of 
judging for themselves the full extent of the 
advance made in developing the old breed. 

One might have expected the Irish Kennels 
to sweep the decks in the awards. as they 
did; but the competition from across the 
water was remarkably keen. As a matter of 
fact, the English exhibits, in proportion to 
their numbers, did extremely well Thus, 
Messrs. Butterworth and Tletcher, of the 
New Hey. Rochdale Kennels, scored in the 
Puppy Dog and Junior Dog, with Fighting 
Fire; while Mr. Thomas Yorke, of the 
Rambling Kennels, Churchfields, West Brom- 
wich, topped the awards in the Open Dog 
with Champion Rambling Sandie. In the 
Bitch classes our visitors were also well to 
the fore,’ Miss Marjorie Nield, of The 
Vicarage, Frodsham, Cheshire, taking the 
Special Limit with a grand-looking three- 
year-old, Early Morn, which, perhaps, will 
do even better when her coat is in finer trim, 
albeit she was also successful in the Limit 
Class. 

IRISH SUCCESSES. 

The plums, however, were picked by the 
local exhibitors, and in the competition for 
the best terrier in the show we had a sur- 
prise when the bitch, Mr. Creighton’s Cham- 
pion Bright Eyes, was given the awerd over 
the dog, Leader’s Reflection; not that she 
did not richly merit it, but some though! it 
would go to the dog, who was not entere@ in 
the Open. Bright Eyes also captured the 
William Graham Memorial Trophy, and, of 
course, the Challenge Cup iat green star 
for the best bitch, the cup and star for the 
best dog going to Leader’s Reflection.

8—DRILLING, 


The more favourable conditions existing in Mexico during the year enabled the Company to prose- 
cute a steady exploration programme, and, furthermore, to proceed with the preparations necessary for 
drilling in several new areas, 


In the Tampico/Tuxpam area a satisfactory production from the old stripping wells continues to be 
secured, additional wells uí this nature being drilled as aud when desiraQle. 


In the area south of the Tuxpam River the indications obtained in Mecatepec have induced the 

to conduct more detailed geological investigations, atid preparations are being made for drilling 

in various promising areas. In Mecatepec the discovery well is still producing. Two wells drilled in 

the peighburhood found the oil reservoir rock in Jess favourable condition than in the discovery well, 

and the field ‘is uently still in its exploratory stage. This area being already connected by pipe- 
line facilities, any production secured can be economically transported to the Company's refiner‘es. 


In the Isthmus of Tehuantepec the Filisola field A> manna a production of around 8,000 barrels 


daily, and some exploitation wells have still to be~drilled. 


The potential production of the wells drilled to. date in.the Tonala field. is calculated at..27,000 
barrels daily, but the actual production is being limited to the present requirements of the ( vy. A 
pipeline composed of 8-inch and 10-inch line has beén completed, connecting this field with Nauchital, 
on the Coatzacoalcos River, whence the oil is shipped up-river t» Minatitlan for refining. Stepping out 
wells are being drilled in the field with a view to determining its extent, which, so far, has bot been 
defined. In addition, a test well is being drilled for deeper prospetts, : 


In the shallow Teapa field a small production has been oblained, and this production will also be 
transported to the Nanchital terminal through existing pipelines 4s 80óB as extra storage facilities are 
available. i 


In several other localities in the Isthmus exploration drilling is being carried out. 


Regarding the properties held jointly with the Corona Company, investigations north of Tampico 
are being carried out with a view to ascertaining if any further drilling should still be warranted. Ip 
the area south of the Tuxpam River various holdings are being developed. 


In Belem Tabasco, where a new well was being drilled, the high gas pressure previously found was 
again encountered, but the well eaught fire, the rig being destroyed. For the time being ‘the Company 
is proposipg to refrain from further drilling in this region, which is far removed from its existing 
transportation facilities. In the meantime, geological wafk will be continued, 


4—CAPITAL OUTLAYS. 


With the improved credessupplies now in sight the: Company is Spending and modernising the 
refinery at Minatitlan, the capacity being increased to 20,000 barréls daily. The improvements already 
made have resulted in considerable economies in working costs, and when the additions at present being 
carried out—including the erection.of a cracking plant and a.lubricating oil plant of the most recent 
type—are completed still further economies will result. 


Arrangements have been made with the Government for the dredging of the Coatzacealeoes River in 
order that full st may be loaded at Minatitlan. This dredging is now “im hand, and should be 
completed during the current year. The Government is relieving the Company of a proportion ef the 
production taxes on shipments from Minatitaa for a period up to six years imvorder-to repay the cost 
of this dredging. 


At Tampico refinery,also certain expenditure has been incurred with a view to modernisin# the 
distillation equipment, with consequent eubstantial savings in working costs. 

5—CONDITIONS IN MEXICO, 

Whilst for reasons already mentioned the financial results for 1928 are not satisfactory, the 
Directors are able to regard the future with confidence, bearing in mind the “more seftled conditions 
brought about by recent petroleum legislation, and the considerably: increased production already being 
secured as a result. of the steady programme now made possible. ; 


The effect on the Company of the recent revolution in Mexico was limited to damage arising from 
some minor bandit raids in the Isthmus. 


6.—Considering the marked improvement in the Company's prospects, the Directors desire especially 
to record their great appreciation of the continued efforts of the officials and staff of the Company, to 
which this satisfactory progress is very largely due. :

HOME RAILS. 


Because of the revived apprehension re- 

garding money and the cotton trouble, the 
satisfactory Home Rail dividends bave been 
practically wasted as market influences. 
There can be little doubt that had cond)- 
tions generally been more favourable we 
should have had a miniature boom in this 
section as a result of the surprisingly good 
dividend declarations by the London, Mid- 
land and Scottish and. Great Western Com- 
panies. As it is the initial rise in those com- 
panies stocks have been almost lost. In some 
measure this is due to the fact that the 
previous advance was largely the result of 
speculative buying, so that with the un- 
favourable news from Lancashire there was 
a rush to snatch profits. The dealers took 
the stock offered with reluctance, and marked 
prices down against the would-be sellers. 
The Home Railway industry may have a long 
way to go still before it returns to anything 
like its former prosperity, and in considering 
the future it should be conceded perhaps that 
the 24 p.c. cut in wagés and salaries which 
came into force in August, 1928, and con- 
tributed so mutch to greater économies in 
working during the past half-year, will have 
to go, for ip face of the increases in divi- 
dends announced by the Gréat Western and 
the London, Midland and Scottish. the com- 
panies can scarcely. refuse the demands of 
the men for thé cantellation of the reduction. 
INTERNATIONAL SECURITIES. 
Almost the only bright -spots in markets 
of late have been certain securities which 
enjoy an intefhational ‘market, in particular 
Margarine issues, Hydro Electric securities 
and International Holdings. The exceptional 
strength of these is mainly the result of 
foreign operations. - Present prices may give 
scope for further appreciation, and in the 
case of Hydro Electric securities a still livelier 
market is expected when the shares are intro- 
duced to the New York Exchange; but the 
ordinary investor should recognise that the 
market for these particular securities is a 
very speculative one, and in the event of an 
untoward development prices might easily 
break badly. . They are a rich man’s gamble, 
and should be avoided by the average indivi- 
dual unless he is prepared to risk a‘ substan- 
tial loss. To indicate this the case of Inter- 
national Nickels may be taken. Formerly 
there was ‘a very big «speculation ‘in these 
shares, and during this year the price touched 
74, dollars. When they were round that 
level many people were probably tempted to 
take a hand in the gamble, for it seemed‘ that 
a much higher price would be reached owing 
to the extent of the operations on American 
and Canadian account. Now, however, thé 
shares are below 50 dollars, showing a serious 
loss to any who bought at the top. 


INDUSTRIAL SHARES. 


Prices of Home Industrial shares generally 
have continued to sympathise with the dull- 
ness in investment stocks, while some are 
indirectly influenced by the labour trouble. 
Courtaulds, for instance, further easied this 
week on the report that some. of the works 
are going on short time as a result of the 
stoppage of mills in Lancashire. Labour 
troubles, if they continued, would ultimately 
have an effect upon some other shares, more 
particularly those of companies engaged in 
the luxury trades. In some instances the 
recent fall in quotations has been due to the 
closing of stale bull positions by people who 
saw no prospect now of getting out at a 
profit. Gramophone descriptions have fallen 
very considerably from the prices current 
earlier in the year, and this has been due to 
rather heavy liquidation of Columbias and 
Gramophones (H.M.V.) by New York. The 
latter centre now appears to he less able to 
support shares in London. There is com- 
parativelv little activity in things like Asso- 
ciated Electrical Industries and General 
Electric, but in these cases. further 
American buying has been discouraged 
by the steps taken to retain’ British 
control Apart from these considerations 
the virtual certainty that money rates will 
continue at a high Jevel for a considerable 
time to come induces a more reasonable valua 
tion of shares from the standpoint of the 
yield afforded by the last dividend. Wher 
this acid test is applied it is found-that many 
descriptions hate-been kept at too high a 
level for a long time vast. 


FOREIGN BOND DRAWINGS. 


A potentially profitable field for the specu- 
lative investor is provided by those Foreign 
Government Bonds that are subject to draw- 
ings at par. There are many in that category, 
but, unfortunately, there is also the option in 
many cases of effecting purchases in the 
market at under par. Obviously if a Foreign 
Government has to use a certain amcunt of 
money in redeeming its loans, and such loans 
stand at a substantial discount, it will buy 


} in the open market, and not draw bonds for 


repayment at par. But loan purchases in the 
fing Am usually have a strengthening effect 
upon the price, especially when . ealers know 
how much money is avajlat le for the purpose, 
for naturally they put up prices if they can 
against the buyer. 


SOME CHINESE ISSUES. 


The most important group of Foreign 
Securities which. must be drawn at par as 
distinet from purchases at under that le-el in 
the market is represented by Chinese Govern- 
ment Bonds. Many private investors do very 
well acquiring such bonds on the chance of 
being drawn, in which case they usually fina 
it profitable to reinvest the proceeds in the 
same or a similar security. The benefit of 
redemption, of course, is represented by the 
extent, to which the security stands Pate 
par. A good example is the Chinese Govern- 
ment 44 per Cent. Gold Loan of 1898, which 
is specifically secured upon the maritime 
customs revenue, subject only to the 4 per 
Cent. of 1895, a French issue, and the 5 per 
Cent., 1896. 


A POTENTIAL CASH BONUS. 


This 1898 Loan is quoted at about 78}; it 
is redeemable by annual drawings on the first 
Tuesday in January for repayment at par on 
Ist March. A present purchaser, therefore, 
who had a bond drawn would receive a cash 
bonus of £21 10s. in respect of the £100 
bond, representing an exceptionally — high 
interest return.

LONDON STEADIER. 


INTERNATIONAL ISSUES 
STRONG, 


The London Stock markets, as a whole, 
yesterday experienced another. extremely 
quiet session, but while dealings showed no 
expansion the general tendency was rather 
steadier, while here and there firm spots were 
manifest.. The International issues especially 
presented a firm front and seme further 
appreciable advances were scored, and 
Margarine, issyes spurted further: while 
Rubber shares were inclined to strengthen in 
sympathy with the higher prices ruling for 
the commodity. During the early hours 
British Funds displayed a better tendency on 
the more favourable movement in the ex- 
changes, but there was some reaction later, 
and for the most part the closing values 
were the same as on Tuesday.» Foreign 
Government Stocks were again neglected, and 
here also final quotations showed little or no 
movement. Lack of support was again a 
depressing factor in the Home Rail section, 
and. after initial dulness a rather firmer 
tendency set in and early losses were re- 
gained. Quiet conditions also ruled in 
Colonial and Foreign Rails. but American 
Rails strengthened in mary directions. 

In the Industrial sections principal atten- 
tion* was directed to the International issues. 
and .among these some further substantial 
improvements were recorded. Hydros and 
International Holdings provided outstanding 
features. Talking Machines were also firmer, 
while MargarineU nies and Unions again marked 
substantial advances following strong support. 
Textiles and Artsilks remained under the 
influence of the cotton dispute, and Cement 
shares continued on offer. - Mines attracted 
only a small interest and the general tone 
was dull. 


RHODESIAN COPPER DEPOSITS. 

Within the next few years the Rhodesian 
copper output will be ranked among the 
greatest in the world. This is the conviction 
of Dr. Alan Bateman, of Yale University, 
which he expressed when interviewed at his 
investigation post at Bulawayo. “ Northern 
Rhodesia,”’ he said, “has the largest amount 
of copper concentrated in one area of any 
district in the world.” The work of develop- 
ment is taking place rapidiv, and Dr. Bate- 
man considers that in a few years the output 
will exceed thet of the Katanga fields in 
the Congo... A large amount of American 
capital has been invested in the exploitation 
of the deposits, and he has advised an im- 
portant United States company to send out a 
mining engineer to. investigate. 


CANADIAN FUR PRODUCTS. 

he Dominion Bureau of Statistics at 
Ottawa has forwarded to the High Commis- 
sioner of Canada in London a preliminary 
report on the fur production of Canada during 
the season of 1927-28. It indicates that the 
number of pelts taken by trappers, as weil 
as those derived from ranch-bred animals 
during that riod, mumbered 3,592,700, 
valued at $18,541,753, as compared with 
4.289.233 pelts; valued at $18,864,126, during 
the previous year. Decreases in number are 
shown for many of the principal kinds of 
furs, including beaver, ermine, red, patch or 
cross and white fox, lynx. marten and mink, 
whiie increases are shown for silver fox, 
muskrat, otter and skunk. The largest 
decrease’ is in the number of -rabbit pelts, 
which dropped from 1,234,860 in 1926-27 to 
226,501 in 1927-28. “Average values were 
higher than in the preceding season for iearl, 
all kinds of furs, the exceptions being musk- 
rat, ráccoon. and wolverine, ayerage values 
for which were lower. Muskrat is of chief 
importance, with a total value in 1927-28. of 
$2,967,915, followed by silver fox with 
$2,353,200, beaver with $1,944,024, white fox 
with $1,521,477, red fox with $1,425,488, 
mink with $1,259,476 and marten. with 
$1,108,991. 


BREWERY TRUST. 

The international .character of the Inter- 
national Brewery Trust, which was formed 
last week with a capital of 100,000,000 
Belgian francs, can be gauged by. the fact 
that important French and Belgian acquisi- 
tions are at present, under an, mí sd and 
that the following participations have been 
secured —(1) “The Leopoldville Brewery 
(Belgian Congo); (2) a new brewery at Lobito 
Bay (Angola); (3) the Cobra (Dutch) Com- 
pany, which is building two new breweries in 
the Dutch Indies; and (4) the Labor-Hainaut 
Brewery at Mons, Belgium. 


COMBINED PULP. 

The Combined Pulp and Paper Mills, which 
possesses a number of pulp and paper mills 
in Germany, has acquired the control of the 
largest pwp and paper concern in Silesia. 
This has been achieved through the acquisi- 
tion of the controlling interest in the Silesian 
Cellulose and Paper Factory (Schlesische 
Cellulose und Papierfabriken A.G.) and the East 
(;erman Paper ahd Pulp Mills (die Ostdeutsche 
Papier und Zellutoffwerke A.G.), which up to 
now have been under the control of Ewald 
Schveller. It is stated that the output 
capacity of the companies belonging to the 
Combined Pulp and Paper Mills will in 
future exceed 150,000 tons per annum. 


CANADIAN EAGLE OIL COMPANY. 

We publish to-day the first report of the 
Canadian Eagle Oil Company for the vear 
ending December 31, 1928. It contains full 
details of the company’s operations and 
earnings, which have been very successful. 
The company was formed to’ exploit and 
market the products of the Mexican Fagle 
Oil Company. The company also holds in- 
vestments, and has acquired shares in 
several oil concerns. Two dividends have 


heen paid on the 7 p.c. first preference 
shares. . 


CONTINENTAL BANK RATES. 

Belgium has not been a factor in recent 
international gold movements, but vester- 
day’s rise in the official rate of the Belgian 
State Bank from 4 to 5 p.c. is, perhaps, a 
little disturbing. It is the first movement 
there for over a year. It is probably due to 
@ stronger demand for credit, such as Paris 
has lately experienced, but it rather suggests 
the possibility in the future of something like a 
battle of ‘bank rates if England endeavours 
to check the present French gold drain by 
raising the official minimum.
